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tion and Direction of the Officers and Soldiers to be Quarter- 
ed therein, We have thought ſit to Fabi the following 
Rules, Orders and Directions. 

Firſt, Every Barrack. maſter upon Notice from the Barrack- 


Office, is to attend the arrival of ſuch Troop or Company, as 
ſhall be ordered to Quarter in any Barrack or Redoubt, within 


his Diſtrict, and having with ſuch Officer viewed the conditi- 
on of the ſaid Barrack or Redoubt, and every Room therein, 
with the Bedding, Furniture, Utenſils, Firing and Candle 
thereunto belonging ; to deliver the ſame to ſuch Officer by In- 
ventory under his Hand, a Duplicate whereof the ſaid Officer 
is to Sign and Return to the Barrack maſter; And from the 
time ot ſuch Delivery by Inventory, ſuch Officer is to ſtand 
Charged with the ſaid Barrack, Furniture, Utenſils and Neceſ- 
ſaries, until ſuch Troop or Company ſhall be Relieved : And 
the like method is to be obſerved by both Barrack-maſter and 
Officer, upon every Relief; and if upon View and Examinati- 
on, it ſhall be found that : any Damage has been wilfully done 
to the Building, or any part thereof; or that any of the Fur- 


niture has been Abuſed, Imbezeled or Deſtroyed, either wil- 


fully or by Neglect, or Stealth, the Relieving Officer ſhall 
Sign to no more than ſhall be found in the ſaid Barrack ;and the 


ſaid Barrack maſter ſhall upon Oath, return a true Eſtimate of | 


the Charge, for making 850 the Damage done, which ſhall be 
ſtopt out of the growing Subſiſtence of the Troop or Company 


laſt Quartered therein ; and returned to the Barrack-maſter 


to repair and make good the ſame.
